There was no infantry fighting on 
the western front today. The British 
positons near Boaumont-Hamel were 
violently shelled all morning, and 
heavy artillery exchanges predominat- 
ed north of the Ancre throughout the 
rest of the day.

COMPULSION 
IS ADVOCATED 


Voluntary System of Recruiting

PROBLEM OF SHORT 
HAUL TRAFFIC ON 
STREET RAILWAY 


Route of Cars in Down Town District 
Will Be Diverted. 


How best to more adequately han 
Cle the short haul traffic on the street 
railway is a problem that is at the 
inoment reeeiving some serious at- 
tention from the civie authorities, 
Commissioner Harrison has under ad- 
visement a scheme which afms at the 
rearrangement of the schedule — so 
that a portion of Jasper avenue, N: 
meyo and 101st street would be bene- 
fitted with a more frequent service 
than at present. 

The plan provides for the creation of 
a e.vie traffic centre, so to speak. By 
the construction of a connecting sys- 
tem of tracks between Namayo and 
10lst street on Elizabeth street a 
square would be formed over which 
all curs coming into the centre of the 
city would travel as a belt, Cars ar- 
riving from the west would continue 
up First street, across to Namayo on 
Elizabeth, returning thence via Jasper 
Rast, Cars from the east would also 
follow this course, 

This scheme would at least provide 
a prompt short haul service in the 
heart of the city and the cost of lay- 


Ing tracks on Elizabeth street is 

now being ascertained by Commis- 

sioner Harrison, who will shortly have 

a more complete report to submit to 

the counel!

Mr. Saunde.s in the subject of “Tax 
Enforcement’ ‘urged a modification of 
the present sysiem which would cni 
cut unnecessary notification and the 
registration 97 notices and give an 
option of tax enforcement proceedings 
or distress, He suggested the adoption 
of a system such as obtained in Sas- 
ketchewan and Menitoba where a tax 
sale was allowed with the issuing of 
tax certificates subject to redemption. 


The Edmonton System. 

Mr. Mitchell in considering the 
Gvestion of “Control of Municipal Ex- 
penditures” dwelt upon the import 
ance of efficiency in the municinal 
service and the cultivation of an in- 
telligent eitizenship. The war, he said, 
bad only pointed the necessity for re- 
trenchment cused by borrowing, 
and said that the powers invested in 
the board of public utilities were the 
most effective means of control of 
cipital expenditures at present in 
force, The power of the board was 
effective because In order to spend 
nioney the municipality must have the 
evthoritative sanction to raise it. ‘This 
is precisely,” he stated, ‘where the 
benefits of the work of a local govern- 
ment board are demonstrated by re- 
stricting the duration of the loan to 
i, period for redemption which will 
@pPproximate as nearly as possible to 
the actual or estimated lifetime of the 
esset. The board thus exercises a salu- 
tury restraint cn too ambitious or op- 
timistie drafts on the future and 
there is little dowbt that had such a 
restraining hand been laid in earlier 
times on towns possibly many liabili- 
ties lightly ancertaken would. never 
hive been permitted.” 

Mr. Mitchell impressed the import- 
once of the preparation of the budget 
ond the non-exceeding of the appro- 
rriations. To have this properly at- 
tended to he urged an effective system 
of auditing and explained what was 
kpown as the Edmonton plan whici 
required audit before liability was in- 
curred, audit before payment, audit 
after payment Anda final aidit by the 
external auditor, The principles: of a 
system should be simplicity and an 
eyternal check and the greatest care 
should be taken that the estimates 
were rigidly adhered to. 

A delégate-asked what had'Edmon- 
ton saved by the system that had beon 
adopted and Mr. Mitchell replied that 
$750,000 had been saved in 1915 and 
it was estimated that not less than 
$2F0,000 would be saved in the pres- 
ent year, 

Another de!egate described Mr, Mit- 
chell's paper as one of the. most use- 
ful. and ‘instructive. that had ever been 
read before.the convention,

President Wilson says it will be 
impossible for the United States to 
stay out of the next general war. 
It certainly will if the Allies lose 
this one 

Most Conservative papers seem 
agreed that it would be a crime 
for Sir Robert Borden to call a 
general election with public opin- 
ion in its present state. Which re- 
calls the statement that the worst 
of political crimes is a blunder, 


From the way they are keeping 
up the attack upon the judges, 
Mr. Rogers’ newspaper friends are 
convinced that they have not yet 
diverted publie attention from 
that question whispered to the 
contractor over the telephone. 


Those of his newspaper 
friends who have been proclaiming 
it an outrage upon decency to dis- 
cuss public questions in time of 
war will—of course—be moved to 
protest by the . knowledge that 
campaign literature is being scat- 
tered over the country with the 
imprimatur of Sir Robert Borden. 
That is, they may be afflicted 
with the spirit of protest. But it 
doesn’t seem to have broken out 
yet. 


Oliver Asselin, French-Canadian 
and Nationalist, raised a battalion 
for oversea service; and he and His 
battalion have been exiled to gar- 
rison duty in the Bermuda Is- 
lands.

—while Mr, Bourassa is allowed 
to ‘terrorize French-Canadian ofti- 
cers by bringing disappointment 
and humiliation upon those who 
offer to serve their eountry and 
whose example and _ influence 
might infect their compatriots 
with a desire to enlist?
